Two Theories of Taxation. 


It is unquestionably true th»t toe as- 


Istin'r tariff schedule raises theprica 
rf many articles to the American eon- 
iumer. In exceptional instances this 
Increased cost may equal the full 
•mount of the duty levied. In a very 
mucl larger number of caaes the in- 
crease is but a small percentage of the 
iuty paid, and men who have given the 
subject carefnl study and investigation 
claim that on a majority of thg duty- 
paying imports the cost 
to the 


American consumer Is not at all in- 
oreased—that is. the foreign manufac- 
turer and importer actually pay the 
fluty out of then- own packets for the 
privilege of selling thtiir goods in the 
American market. The (freater part of 
the customs collections, are on articles 
that may be classed as luxuries rather 
than necessities—on goo Is that are pur- 
chased by the wealthy and not upon 
those bought by the middle classes or 
the poor. In this connection it 
Is 
well 
to 
consider 
how 
"a 


tariff 
for 
revenue ^ply" 
would 


affect the price of injported goods. 
Leading democrats-in various sections 
of the country have differed materially 
when called upon tp schedule the ar- 
ticles upon which they wouldlevya tariff 
duty, but in the:main they agree that 
the list should not be a long one and 
that it should be mainly made up of 
articles not made or produced in the 
United Statas. Prusumably tea, coffee, 
spines, sugars and the like would go 
upon tho list. All of these articles go 
upon the tables of the poor as well as 
the rich; are used by the wage-worker 
as well as by the millionaire.
